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Running a gut check on the plastic-bag ban 


Reusable bags: Better for 
the environment, possibly 
worse for your health

When Chicago’s new law restricting plas- 
tic grocery bags kicks in Saturday it might 
be good for the environment, but questions 
loom about whether toting those reusable 
bags to the store could be bad for your health. 

One study shows that a well-loved grocery 
store bag that is used— and reused and reused 
and, well, you get the idea— can harbor bac- 
teria if not washed. Another study found that 
customers make different purchases— includ- 
ing picking up more unhealthy snacks — when 
they shop with reusable bags. 

Last year, professors from Duke and Har- 
vard universities released a study that found 
people who choose to bring reusable bags to 
the grocery store will buy organic produce, 
but also more junk food. 

The study, “BYOB: How Bringing your 
Own Shopping Bags Leads to Treating Your- 
self, and the Environment,” examined what 
customers purchase when they bring bags to 
the store compared with when they do not. 

“When people brought their own gro- 
cery bags to the store, and very few bring it 
ioo percent of the time, they ended up buying 
significantly more indulgent items,” study co- 
author Uma Karmarkar of Harvard University 
told RedEye. “They were treating the environ- 
ment by bringing their bags, but also treating 
themselves by adding an extra cookie.” 

Specifically the study showed there was 
a 1.24 percent increase in the probability of 
purchasing an indulgent item when bringing 
your own bag. 

The extra indulgences are the result of a psy- 
chological phenomenon known as the licens- 
ing effect, a likely unconscious process through 
which people indulge after making a decision 
they believe is virtuous, Karmarkar said. 

Buying those extra cookies happens when 
shoppers choose to bring their own bags, not 
when the store or government requires it, 
Karmarkar said. 

Indeed, the study was done in California 
when there were no such restrictions on plas- 
tic bags. 

Beginning Saturday in Chicago, larger 
chain stores and franchises no longer will be 
allowed to use traditional plastic bags. The 
law does not yet apply to small businesses. 

Some stores, including Jewel-Osco and Tar- 
get, will switch to free, law-compliant plastic 
bags that are thicker and intended to be reus-

able. While these bags will continue to pro- 
vide shoppers with the plastic option, some 
believe they go against the spirit of the law. 

It is unclear how Chicago’s limited plastic- 
bag ban will affect shopping habits because 
other bag choices are still available, accord- 
ing to Karmarkar, who said that once bring- 
ing your own bags becomes the cultural norm, 
the indulgence purchases may stop. 

“Nobody used to recycle bottles, and then 
recycling bottles was something you did be- 
cause it was good for the Earth. ... We are 
almost at a point now where if you don’t re- 
cycle your bottles and cans you feel bad,” Kar- 
markar said. 

The Harvard-Duke study pointed to a 
2011 survey of U.S. consumers that showed 
29 percent had brought their own reusable 


bags to the store during their most recent 
shopping trip. 

Outside the West Town Mariano’s, Craig 
Sundstedt talked about the impending ban, 
saying he hates plastic bags and is glad the city 
is trying to ban them. He keeps reusable bags 
in the trunk of his car but doesn’t always re- 
member to use them. 

“I’m against people leaving {bleep} around,” 
Sundstedt said as he motioned toward a plas- 
tic bag blowing down Chicago Avenue, out- 
side the store. 

Sundstedt, 64, of suburban Algonquin, said 
he doesn’t shop any differently when he re- 
members to use his reusable bags. 

Another Mariano’s customer, 32-year-old 
Ukrainian Village resident David Greenstein, 
said that when he doesn’t bring his own bags 
he requests paper bags because they’re better 
for the environment and easier to carry 

But there is another potential downside to 


reusable bags. 

A 2011 study by the University of Arizo- 
na and Loma Linda University found large 
amounts of bacteria in almost all bags and 
the dangerous E. coli bacteria— which can 
cause infections with symptoms that include 
stomach cramps, diarrhea and vomiting— in 
some used bags. 

That same study, titled ‘Assessment of the 
Potential for Cross-contamination of Food 
Products by Reusable Shopping Bags,” found 
that meat juices often can contaminate the 
bags, which often are stored in the trunks 
of cars. Sometimes, the bags are also used to 
carry non-grocery items, which can also lead 
to bacteria. 

The study found that reusable bags are rarely 
washed, and 8 percent of all bags tested had E. 
coli. The good news: Washing the bags kills 
99.9 percent of bacteria, according to the study

The residents, who could number 20 to 30 
at a time, would not be allowed to stay out 
past the 11 p.m. curfew or have overnight 
guests, Yadron said. They would have struc- 
tured schedules and would be removed if they 
brought in drugs or alcohol. 

Smoking is discouraged, Eaton said, but is 
not illegal. Although Rosecrance offers smok- 
ing cessation programs, he admitted they 
aren’t terribly effective. Smokers would have 
to request to light up and would be allowed 
only in small groups, he said. 

Loitering would not be permitted, and staff 
would address the issue if it arose, he said. 

On site, there would be a total of 11 full-time 
staffers at varying hours and a private security 
firm manning the overnight shift, said David 
Gomel, Rosecrance’s chief operating officer. 

Residents would not have cars, and people 
seeking outpatient services would have to 
find public parking because the five parking 
spaces would be for staff. 

Rosecrance detailed its admission criteria, 
which include participation in a 12-step pro- 
gram, recommendation from a sponsor, drug 
screenings twice a week and enrollment or the 
intent to enroll in a school or work 
training program. Potential resi- 
dents would be excluded if they 
present a risk of sexual violence, 
among other criteria. 

“We’re not asking you to see 
the safety in your neighborhood 
diminish or decrease and then just 
put up with it because we believe 
in our mission and you should too,” 

Aadron said. “We don’t expect that 
to happen. We think safety should 
be upheld in the neighborhood.” 

At the meeting, residents also 
questioned what specific plans were in place 
to monitor and enforce such issues and what 
benefit such a facility would have for the com- 
munity They criticized Rosecrance for unsat- 
isfactory answers and slammed them as being 
ill-prepared when they didn’t get detailed an- 
swers to their questions. 

“There’s a fear of the unknown. Because a 
lot of people in recovery who are sober are 
actually— they’re very private about that and 
not public about it,” said Kelly O’Brien, ex- 
ecutive director of The Kennedy Forum Il- 
linois, a nonprofit composed of civic leaders 
advocating to end the stigma of mental health 
and substance abuse disorders. 

“These aren’t a group of people saying, ‘We 
want to drink.’ They’re saying, ‘We’re going to 
be sober, not drinking and using,’ and, to me, 
that’s the best neighbor you can have,” said 
O’Brien, who attended the Southport Neigh- 
bors Association meeting and hopes the major- 
ity of the greater Lakeview neighborhood will 
be more accepting and supportive of the proj- 
ect and the young adults who would live there. 

Pushback from the community and the 
NIMBY mentality don’t make someone in 



recovery feel welcome, she said. 

“The danger of that conversation that hap- 
pens in a room like that is not just Lakeview 
doesn’t get a facility they greatly need, but 
the people that live in Lakeview and live in 
the state don’t get the help they need because 
they’re afraid,” O’Brien said. 

The fear is that they could get discrimi- 
nated against or treated differently by others, 
she said. 

Although some people relapse, she said, 
“The way you can help assure more people 
make it is by supporting them, not saying, ‘We 
don’t want you.’ ” 

Only a few residents spoke in favor of the 
project, including Nancy Bank, 51, who lives 
five blocks away from the proposed project. 

“I do think a facility like this offers us some- 
thing,” she said. “It offers us an opportunity 
to demonstrate to our children that we care 
about people who had an illness, who made 
mistakes, who are trying to recover, that we 
care enough to embrace them in our wonder- 
ful diverse community” 

Bank’s comments received a smattering of 
applause. 

But Caroline Carey 33, doesn’t 
think the location is ideal for 
those in recovery being a block 
away from a late-night bar and 
liquor store. 

“It feels very disingenuous to 
keep saying we chose this based 
on location for safety when there 
are so many places in close prox- 
imity that you can go and drink, 
that it feels dangerous to them, 
to the residents in the facility” 
Carey who lives a block from the 
proposed center, said after the 

meeting. 

Rosecrance’s Gomel addressed that issue 
during the meeting. 

“These are kids who are going to college,” 
he said. “These are kids who are going to live 
in dorms or in off-campus settings, and they’re 
going to be faced with this temptation through- 
out the city of Chicago. There’s not a neighbor- 
hood they can go to, there’s not a college they 
can go to that they’re not faced with this.” 

The special use permit request was sched- 
uled to go before the Chicago Zoning Board 
of Appeals in August but was deferred a month 
at the request of Aid. Tom Tinney (44 th), who 
has not yet stated a position on the project. 

“My objective is to listen to the commu- 
nity,” Tinney said. “I have my own personal 
feelings about it. I think they do good work, 
but the question is, is it the right fit for our 
neighborhood?”

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More flaws than fun 
in ‘Vacation* reboot 


Good thing the 
National Lampoon 
label no longer ex- 
ists or there surely 
would be yet another 
poo-related joke in 
the brandless reboot 
of 1983’s “National 
Lampoon’s Vacation,” 
assumedly bringing 
the tally into double 
digits. I’m not sure; 

I wasn’t counting, as 
a comedy that even 
creates the idea of keeping track of some- 
thing like that is all kinds of depressing. 

It also makes you wonder how writers 
could sit down and say, “You know what 
would be hysterical here? If Rusty crashed 
into a cow and got cow parts all over him. 
And then another cow ate those guts.” One 
of those writers/directors is Wheeling native 
John Francis Daley who also wrote “Horrible 
Bosses” and “The Incredible Burt Wonder- 
stone” and starred on “Freaks and Geeks.” 

It’s so incredibly sad that Sam Weir grew up 
with this sense of humor. 

In a performance that takes the dweebiness 
of Andy on “The Office” and removes the 
charm, a relentlessly annoying Ed Helms stars 
as the grown-up version of Rusty Griswold. 

He unconvincingly wants to repeat the 
Chicago- to- California road trip of the original 
film— which had a few funny lines (“Kids, are 
you noticing all this plight?”) but a gaping lack 


of subplots— with his wife (Christina Apple- 
gate) and two sons, whose running gag is that 
the awful younger one bullies the sensitive 
older one. Taking a route that suggests people 
leaving the Chicago suburbs somehow have to 
pass both The Chicago Theatre and Wrigley 
Field to get on the highway toward the West 
Coast, the Griswolds begin the 2,560 -mile 
journey to Walley World in an Albanian car 
with cupholders on the outside. Seriously this 
car is the movie’s laughter MVP. 

Most of the new, broad, sour “Vacation” 
feels like the worst moments of the John 
Hughes-scripted first movie, like when the 
family ate dog urine-coated sandwiches and 
Clark (Chevy Chase) made a black police 
officer behave like a dog. Now there’s a gag 
about sorority girls thinking Asperger’s is 
Assburgers, since no one’s ever made that 
joke before. The midtrip stop with fam- 
ily which formerly included cousin Eddie 
(Randy Quaid), this time involves Rusty’s sis- 
ter Audrey (Leslie Mann) and brother-in-law 
(Chris Hemsworth, the biological opposite 
of Quaid). The concept behind Hemsworth’s 
character is that he’s very attractive and has a 
giant penis. Just such inspired ideas. 

It is pretty good when four different of- 
ficers argue jurisdiction at the four corners 
joining Arizona, New Mexico, Colorado and 
Utah. But stupid-funny doesn’t have to be 
repeated cracks about pedophiles and a giant 
ball of pubic hair. “Vacation” is at best the 
Wieners Circle of comedy: mean, cheap and 
probably a lot less gross when intoxicated.
